Roosevelt Asks 
flongress not to 
Permit W eakening 
Of Supply System 


WASHINGTON. Aug 23—i/P)— 
President Roosevelt told congress 
today that lend-lease aid should 
continue until the unconditional 
surrender of both Japan and G er­ 
many. 
Apparently taking note of state­ 
ments by some persons in and out 
of congress that this vast program 
of Allied aid should be curtailed 
or dropped after Germany is de­ 
feated, the chief executive, in for­ 
warding a quarterly report to con­ 
gress placing the lend-lease help 
through June 30 at $28.270,351,000, 
asserted: 
“We 
.should 
not 
permit 
any 
weakening of this system of com­ 
bined war supply to delay final 
victory a single day or to cost 
unnecessarily the life of one Am­ 
erican boy. 
“Until the unconditional sur­ 
render of both Japan and G er­ 
many, we should continue the 
lend-lease program on whatever 
scale is necessary to make the 
combined striking power of all the 
United Nations against our ene­ 
mies as overw'helming and as ef­ 
fective as we can make it. 
“We know now that by combin­ 
ing our power we can speed the 
day of certain victory. 
We know 
also that only by continuing our 
unity can we secure a just and 
durable peace.“ 
The president said lend-lease is 
'‘playing a vital role in current of­ 
fensives that find the Allies “mov­ 
ing relentlessly along the roads 
which lead to Berlin and Tokyo.“ 
The last time the question arose 
as to the life of lend-lease was 
on August 7. 
Then, a report was 
issued by the National Association 
of M anufacturers saying British 
officials were insisting on keeping 
lend-lease 
alive after Germany 
gives up. 
Report Caused Flurry 
The report caused a flurry in 
congressional circles and caused 
the state departm ent to declare: 
“The British government has not 
raised with us the future of lend- 
lease.“ 
The lend-lease act was extended 
. this year until June 30, 1945. Some 
legislators have said this govern­ 
ment should not be too hasty 
about extending it again if G er­ 
many collapses meantime.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—(/P)— 
General John J. Pershing, who 
commanded the American Expedi­ 
tionary Force in the First World 
War, today described the libera­ 
tion of Paris as “a great step for­ 
ward along the road to Berlin.”

(A public relations officer at 
Gen. Eisenhower’s invasion head­ 
quarters said early tonight he had 
received no confirmation of the 
liberation of Paris. This presum­ 
ably was only because the capital 
was 
freed from within, rather 
than by the entry of Eisenhower’s 
armed forces. No doubt on the 
accuracy of the French announce­ 
ment was implied.) 
This time, the communique said, 
the fight was led by 50,000 organ­ 
ized French forces of the interior, 
bolstered by hundreds of thous­ 
ands more who joined in with 
whatever weapons they could find. 
The 
dramatic 
announcement 
touched off broadcasts to French­ 
men everywhere as the triumph­ 
ant strains of “La Marseillaise” 
sounded again to the news of a 
French victory. 
There was no word immediate­ 
ly that American troops had en-^ 
tcred the city. 
The French said they had seized 
all public buildings, won complete 
control of the situation, and cap­ 
tured all the Vichy representatives 
who had not fled. 
Paris, the city of light, was back 
in French hands just four years 
and 74 days from the time Adolf 
Hitler’s troops marched in.

I sentenced to be shot this morning 
iand had just been liberated from 
ja Gestap o p rison a few moments 
' before, the Maquis unleashed four 
y ears of p ent-up rage, stormed 
I across the op en courty ard, k ick ed 
down the barricades and k illed or 
cap tured the Germans inside. 
I saw gun flashes from the win­ 
dows. Bullets k ick ed up the dust 
^ at the feet of the Maquis—but 
; they did not hesitate. Halfway to 
the building was a three-f(X)t-high 
stone wall. They reached the wall 
and leveled carbines, sten guns, 
! cap tured Lugers, Berettas and au­ 
tom atic rifles and a score of other 
' ty p e of weap ons and threw a hail 
of bullets into the building. 


I 
Then in the fading afternoon 
light a handful of the Maquis leap - 
! ed the wall and charged the build­ 


ing, while others remained at the 
wall and threw a covering of fire. 
They reached the building and 
charged through the barricaded 
front door. From the inside came 
the chatter of automatic gunfire 
and bark ing p istols.

First Lieutenant Robert Alp ert, 
U. S. Marines, in a letter to home 
folk s under date of August 7 from 
overseas states he was in the 
assault landings both at Saip an 
and Tinian.

He states on Tinian in nearing 
the beach the landing force was 
met with artillery and machine 
gun fire from the Jap s.

The beach was also heavily 
mined, but after mak ing landings, 
he writes, a much easier time was 
had than on Saip an as the terrain 
was fairly level while on Saip an it 
was hilly .

lik e to counter attack at night and 
do. a lot of it coming at y ou y el­ 
ling “Banzai”, and are just lik e 
mad men. 
“We are able to k ill most of 
them, but some got through and 
some marines got hurt, but the 
Jap s by far suffer the heaviest 
casualties. 
Even when they are 
cornered and have no chance they 
stil^ try to k ill as many marines 
as they can before they , them­ 
selves get k illed. 
“They ’re just 
inhuman, that’s all there is to 
it’,, he declares. 
Glad As Fighting Ceased 
“I’m glad the fighting 
is over. 
The folk s back there will never 
k now what the p eop le out here go 
through. It’s a hell of a feeling to 
be shot at and not k nowing what 
is going to hap p en to y ou next. 
“You can’t get any rest at night 
as the Jap s lik e to sneak in on 
y ou and toss a hand grenade y our 
way . You’re on the move during 
the day so y ou can see how it is. 
I’ve been tired, hungry , dirty , wet, 
etc., and am glad it’s over now. 
“I am writing this letter aboard 
ship so don’t k now when I’ll get 
this off to y ou. I am eating good 
now and am able to sleep at night 
so things are look ing up . 
“I have been on three assault 
landings 
under 
fire 
now, 
and 
haven’t been hurt, so I guess I am 
mighty luck y , and as very thank ­ 
ful.” 
He say s ‘Hello’ to every one back 
degrees home and exp resses the hop e that 


In a second letter under date of 
August 9 aboard ship he elaborates

THE GATHERING STORM 


XI 
'T'HROUGHOUT these years of 
military preparation young Ei­ 
senhower started, when he was a 
second lieutenant, to keep a set of 
notebooks, which he still con­ 
tinues. 
These private notebooks 
are rich mines of observation and 
comment. 
Always vitally 
interested 
in 
military history, he was assigned 
to Washington and detailed to the 
American Battle Monuments Com­ 
mission, under General Pershing, 
where he served from Jan. 18 
to Aug. 15, 1927. 
He pursued 
his studies in the Army War Col­ 
lege at Washington, and was grad­ 
uated on June 19, 1928, leaving 
immediately for France, where 
until Sept. 15, 1929, he was again 
on duty with the Battle Monu­ 
ments Commission in Paris. 
During fifteen months we find 
Major Eisenhower journeying over 
the battlegrounds of World War I 
in France, jotting doum notes and 
making maps for an official “Guide 
to American Battlefields in Eu­ 
rope.” 
This was published by 
the Government; its thoroughness 
and keen observations were highly 
commended 
'While Eisenhower was living in 
Paris, the Kellogg-Briand Anti- 
War Treaty was being created. 
Ike met the leading military fig­ 
ures and statesmen of the time. 
He attended sessions of the treaty 
conference, of the Chamber of 
Deputies and the French Senate, 
went to Geneva to observe the 
League of Nations in operation, 
and became an ardent student o: 
international relations and work 
affairs.

rpiSENHO'WER was receiving his 


^ first insight into both diplo­ 
macy and human nature. He was 
assigned to the War Department, 
in Washington, where as assistant 


executive in the office of the As­ 
sistant Secretary of War, he gained 
his first knowledge of the necessity 
of preparedness to preserv^e peace 
and enforce it in case of emer­ 
gency. 
Here he remained from 
Nov. 8, 1929, until Feb. 20, 1933— 
more than three years of intensive 
study and work. 
It was at this 
time that he was awarded the Dis- 
inguished Service Medal. 
He was in the War Department 
during the last days of the Hoover 
Administration. The great depres­ 
sion, which was sweeping the na- 
ion and the world, was develop­ 
ing into a crisis. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur was 
Chief of Staff of the United States 
Army, at Washington, during these 
critical days of 1930-35. He, too, 
was visioning perils ahead and 
working indefatigably to arouse 
the nation to the necessity of pre­ 
paredness. 
Hitler was rising to 
power in Germany, which also 
was in the throes of economic de­ 
pression; by pressure, intimidation 
and threats he was made Chancel­ 
lor by the aged "Yon Hindenberg. 
These were the conditions when 
we find Major Eisenhower serving 
General MacArthur as special as­ 
sistant to the Chief of Staff from 
Feb. 20, 1933, to Sept. 24, 1935— 
through more than two and one- 
half years of crisis.

PISENHOW ER had just been 
graduated from the Army In­ 
dustrial College and was now one 
of the best equipped military men 
in Washington. 
MacArthur was 
exerting his energies to arouse 
both Congress and the American 
people to the immediate necessity 
of establishing a mechanized army. 
His vigorous appeals for appro­ 
priations for American defense oc­ 
cupied thousands of pages in the 
records of Congress. If they had 
been heeded, we would not have 
been caught unprotected in the 
Philippines and the Pacific. 


^ Working unceasingly, Eisenhoiou' 
er was collecting tne materials 
and evidence for General Mac- 
Arthur’s reports to Congress. After 
reading the documents placed be» 
fore him, MacArthur appointed 
Eisenhower as his aide. 
In the meantime, Japan was at 
war with China. 
Hitler, in Ger­ 
many, began surreptitiously to 
build a powerful army. 
ITio 
Reichstag, now under his control, 
voted him absolute power.

began his reign of intrigue, per­ 
secutions, executions, as his storm 
troopers and Gestapo started on 
their nefarious campaigns. 
Mussolini, in Italy, defiant of all 
the pledges to maintain peace, 
started on his invasion of Ethio­ 
pia to create a new Italian Em­ 
pire, and after ruthless warfare, 
during which Emperor Haile Se­ 
lassie and his family were forced 
to flee from Addis Ababa to Eng­ 
land, Mussolini decreed Victor 
Emmanuel Emperor of Ethiopia. 
Hitler, in Germany, repudiated the 
Versailles

and 
ordered 
conscription, openly defying the 
the world. 
These were the ominous rum­ 
blings as General MacArthur re­ 
ceived an urgent appeal from the 
Philippines to come to their de­ 
fense. President Manuel Quezon, 
observing the Japanese thrusts in­ 
to China, realized that the war­ 
lords were plotting to invade his 
country as the key to their con­ 
quest of the Pacific. He could read 
the handwriting on the 'wall.

Eisenhower was crossing the Pa­ 
cific to become assistant military 
adviser to General MacArthur. 
Stationed at Manila, from Oct. 
26, 1935, to Dec. 13, 1939, he was 
promoted 
to 
lieutenant-colonel 
(July 1, 1936). Here they began 
the heroic effort against time to 
build up the defenses of the is­ 
lands. History has recorded these 
five years of tremendous labors 
to avert the approaching tragedy.
